Three arrested 
for burglary 


Three people have been arrested in connection 
with string of late-night burglaries in Ramsey. 

A 19-year-old and two 16-year-olds have been 
charged with conspiracy to commit burglary 
after the incidents took place between June

The Executive Leader of Huntingdonshire 
District Council, Councillor Robin Howe, 
is stepping down from his post to focus 
full-time on his role as the Deputy Mayor 
of Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Combined Authority. 

According to a statement released by Cllr 
Howe says: "The role I fill as Deputy Mayor 
of the Combined Authority is taking over an 
ever-increasing amount of my time and in 
my opinion should be a full-time role, as it is 
for the Mayor. 

Having discussed this with my Cabinet 
in Huntingdonshire, I feel that stepping 
down and devoting more of my time to the 
Combined Authority role will allow me to 
bring greater influence to bear and in doing 
so help me to better serve the interests of the 
District Council; much more effectively than 
I can with the dual role I currently occupy." 
Cllr Howe confirmed that James Palmer, 
Mayor of the Combined Authority, was 
supportive of his decision, and spoke of his 



regret that "I shall be unable to oversee the 
programme of reforms I have begun at HDC 
in the last 15 months". 

Cllr Howe stepped down officially as 
Executive Leader at a special Council 
meeting on 26 July, with the Council's 
Deputy Executive Leader, Councillor Graham 
Bull, confirmed as his replacement.

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CREATE-FEST TRIUMPHS 


WITH RECORD CROWDS 




Create-fest drew record numbers on its 
second outing last month, with the newly 
extended music stage playing well into the 
night at the 1940's camp in Wood Lane, 
Ramsey. 

Officially opened at 2:30 on Saturday June 
15th, over 1,000 visitors attended the 
daytime fair, which included stalls from 
local groups such as the Ramsey Mortuary 
Chapel, visiting attractions and craft or trade 
stalls selling all manner of goods. 

Plenty of attractions also caught the eye of 
the crowds, with a line of bouncy castles and 
inflatable play areas a big hit with the many 
family groups. Those of a braver disposition 
were also tempted by the rodeo sheep, with 
many hanging on as it bucked around its 
own inflatable arena. 

The festival also offered a chance for new 


ventures to flourish, including a marvelously 
popular vintage tea caravan which provided 
cream teas and cakes from a wonderful 
vintage caravan. 

The main stage played host to numerous 
local favorites, such as Holly & The Boatmen 
(with The Boatmen performing an earliersolo 
set), the Upwood Ukuleles and 10 O'clock 
Curfew, who closed the daytime session 
with a fantastic set full of notable tunes. As 
with traders, Create-Fest organisers were 
willing to take a chance on a few newcomers, 
including the debut performance of The 
Harmonica Man and Acid Rain, who were 
playing as a group for the first time. 

Despite having begun hours before, the 
official opening was performed at 2:30 
by Doug Mcllwain, Mayor of Ramsey, and 
Shailesh Vara MP, who spoke briefly before 


presenting an award to Ramsey Neigh¬ 
bourhood Trust Chairperson Jane Sills on 
behalf of housing group Luminus.Following 
the event Mr Vara said: "It was a wonderful 
afternoon and a delight to see so many 
families having such an enjoyable day. As 
well as the various stalls, it was great to 
have excellent entertainment to suit all age 
groups". 

"A big thank you is due to all the sponsors 
and Val Fendley and her team of volunteers 
who put in a huge amount of work to make 
the event such a success." 

In the evening, nationally touring Queen 
tribute act Rock Q dominated the stage 
with their headline set, offering a show 
worthy Queen's heyday with all the most 
recognisable hits, while local acts including 
the Guv'nors opening the evening with a 



myriad of styles which brought the crowd to 
boiling point. 

Comparisons were made to the 
phenomenally popular 1940's weekend and 
even the Secret Garden Party, which started 
itself as a small event with a single stage. 

Val Fendley, organiser of Create-Fest, later 
thanked attendees saying: "I'm thrilled, it 
was amazing! All 14 acts were fantastic. We 
had bands in the evening this year for the 
first time. The Guvnors were great and Rock 
Q really ended the evening on a high. Brilliant 
day. Thanks to the 15 local businesses and 
community groups who sponsored today 
and thank you to Shailesh for coming to 
Ramsey and opening our event." 

Ann Cuthbert of the Promoting Ramsey 
Project added "Over 2000 came to the day...a 
real success. The event just went to prove 
what a great place Ramsey is to live in and 
that this was just one of the many things to 
do in the town!" 

It is not yet known weather organisers will 
continue to run the event every two years, 
as several attendees we asked suggested 
they would like to see the event be made an 
annual part of the calendar. 



Ramsey Town Football Club lost out to 
Huntingdon Town in a tough local derby as 
the two met for the annual Mayor's Cup at 
Jubilee Park in Huntingdon. 

It was a game of two hearts for the Mayor of 
Ramsey, Councillor Doug Mcllwain, who is 
also Chairman of Huntingdon Town FC. 

Billed as a Grudge Match between the 
mayor's of both towns after last years heated 
contest, the annual cup started well for 
Ramsey when an unfortunate clearance 
from a Huntingdon defender sailed past 
keeper for an own goal and a 1-0 lead. 
This led to a period of ferocious play, with 
possession quickly changing hands during 


a tough midfield battle, before a contro- 
vertial penalty decision quickly followed by 
some fantastic footwork at the other end left 
Ramsey 2-1 up at half time. 

The second half proved to be the visitors 
undoing, as Huntingdon quickly equalised 
at the boot of striker Jamie Waterworth, who 
proved a dominant force for the home team. 
A late strike from captain Chris Jones sealed 
the 3-2 win for Huntingdon, with Jones later 
lifting the trophy presented by Huntingdon's 
current mayor, Cllr Jay Dyne. 

Cllr Mcllwain spoke of his mixed feelings 
after the contest, saying "Obviously I'm 
disappointed that the team I'm representing 


as Mayor didn't come out on top, but as 
Chairman here in Huntingdon its great to see 
the boys win through after a tough game". 
"Ramsey can leave with their heads held 
high, despite the differences in league we 
always lookfor someone to give Huntingdon 
a game and they really put their all in today."

Investigation launched after 
arsonists strike twice in Ramsey

Less than 24 hours later, at about 7.30am on 
the Thursday, crews from both Huntingdon 
and Ramsey were again called to an area 
off High Street to tackle a fire involving a 
mound of soil. The crews remained at the 
scene for almost an hour while the blaze was 
extinguished. 

According to investigators, the cause of 
both fires was deliberate.

The Ramsey Deserves More campaign was 
launched to celebrate the history of the 
Abbey Building, reflect on what this has 
meant for the town and to look forward to 
the future of education in Ramsey.

Andy Christoforou, head teacher of Abbey 
College, said: "Our ageing buildings are 
becoming a drain on our already tight 
budgets and this is preventing us from 
achieving more." 


SERVICE CENTRE CLOSURE PLAN 
IS SHELVED BY DISTRICT COUNCIL

A controversial plan to close 

Huntingdon District Council 

Customer Service centres in three 
major towns has been dropped 
after sustained pressure by councillors and 
residents. 

The plans, which proved wildly unpopular, 
included closing Customer Service hubs in 
Ramsey, St Neots and Yaxley, with services 
to be offered by a centralised centre which 
could be contacted by telephone, with most 
services available online. 

The council had offered to have those 
unable to use either service home support 
and visits, while former HDC leader Cllr 
Robin Howe had promised to "ensure all 
customers' needs are met" before closing 
any sites. 

However, the scheme was opposed by a 
number of district councillors, including 
Ramsey's Cllr John Palmer, who spoke 
out against the proposals in preliminary 
meetings and Cllr Howe announced that 
the council would not be removing the 
remaining customer contact points until 
a more appropriate model for delivering 
customer service, one that meets the need 
and expectation of all Huntingdonshire 
residents, has been put in place. 


Following the announcement, made during 
Cllr Howe's annual 'State of the District' 
speech to Council on Wednesday, 28th June 
2017, he said: "All available evidence pointed 
at a decreasing volume of service centre use, 
with a high and increasing percentage of 
customers choosing to self-serve online or 
telephoning the council instead. However, 
despite the ever changing face of the way 
in which our customers interact with the 
Council, and the Council's use of a Visiting 
Officer service for Housing Benefits, to 
ensure elderly and vulnerable clients can be 
seen in their own home, it was becoming 
increasingly apparent that the level of 
concern being voiced by local residents and 
District Councillors to my Cabinet colleagues 
and I, warranted having the Customer 
Service Centres at Ramsey, St Neots and 
Yaxley remain open at this time." 

Cllr Palmer said he was delighted that 
the plan had been dropped, explaining: 
"It was clearly a misjudgment that would 
have affected some of our most venerable 
residents. It is very important, particularly 
in Ramsey where residents are already 
struggling with the effects of rural isolation, 
that we maintain a high level of customer 
service".

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Mayor plans transport 
changes for market towns 


Transport infrastructure in Huntingdon 
market towns, including Ramsey, is to be 
reviewed as part of a wider initiative by 
the new Mayor of Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough. 

Proposals include a light railway to connect 
Peterborough and Cambridge to the major 
market towns, with stations as far apart as 
Wisbech and Haverhill. It is not thought that 
Ramsey would be gaining a station. 

The scheme has been made a priority by 
the Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Combined Authority, led by mayor James 
Palmer, who wants to see a sustainable 
transport network set up across the county. 
According to the deputy mayor, Upwood 
Councillor Robin Howe, who has backed the 


proposal, funds have already been allocated 
for initial work to be completed on a light 
railway network while a feasibility study, 
which has already been commissioned, is 
carried out. 

Speaking to the Hunts Post, Cllr Howe is 
reported to have said: "It is a real game¬ 
changing idea if we can get our market 
towns linked into the main cities, Cambridge 
and Peterborough, via a light railway and 
for Cambridge city in particular there is an 
underground system being considered". 

The feasibility study is due to be completed 
by the end of the year, but it is expected 
to take multiple years for the project to be 
realised in full.

Heritage Open Day 
at Sacred Heart church 


On 24th June the Sacred Heart Church held 
a Heritage Community Open Day. The event 
was inspired by the "Madonna and Miracles" 
exhibition held at the Fitzwilliam Museum 
in Cambridge earlier this year, which looked 
at the hidden world of religious devotion in 
Renaissance Italy. 

As a starting point, parishioners were asked 
to respond to a short survey about their 
personal devotions, where in their homes 
they displayed devotional items, and where 
they have been on pilgrimage. Two key 
devotions are practiced by parishioners who 
returned the surveys; praying the Rosary and 
the Chaplet of Devine Mercy. 

The Rosaryl is a meditation on the life of 
Jesus and that of His Mother Mary and can 
be prayed alone or as part of a group. One 
parishioner said: "In times of need it can be 
a real comfort." Another person spoke of 
praying the Rosary over the internet with 
family in the Philippines "praying the rosary 
together, despite our distance, we are able 
to be united to maintain our faith and get 
nearer and nearer to Our Lord Jesus." 

The Divine Mercy devotion is based on the 
writings of Sr. Faustina Kowalska, a polish 
nun who died in 1938. Although the Divine 
Mercy is not a new message, it is a reminder 
that "God loves us — all of us — no matter 
how great our sins. He wants us to recognize 
that His mercy is greater than our sins, so that 
we will call upon Him with trust, receive His 
mercy, and let it flow through us to others. 
Thus, all will come to share His joy."2 
Where do we display devotional items? In 
16th century Italy, the bedroom was one of 
the main places to find devotional items, 
and 21st century Ramsey is no different, 
although you may find a devotional image 
in any room in the house. When it comes 



to pilgrimages, it is no surprise to learn that 
Walsingham topped the list, as this is not 
only the English National Shrine to Our Lady, 
but also situated within the Diocese of East 
Anglia. However, parishioners have been 
on pilgrimage to many places including the 
Holy Land. Bernard White presented a slide 
show of one such pilgrimage. 

Visitors to the Open Day discovered the 
church was built in 1863. At that time, large 
numbers of Irish migrants came to work on 
the land, some settling in the area. It was 
for these immigrants that the Sacred Heart 
Church was built; the first Catholic Church 
in Huntingdonshire. The photographs on 
display spanned 60 years and included many 
familiar faces in Ramsey, among them Reda 
Cross, Jack and Margaret Baldwin and Nurse 
Smith. 

Children and adults alike used their artistic 
talents to decorate hearts and doves to 
decorate a Tree of Love and Hope, a fitting 
theme for our church dedicated to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus.

of living with disability, the 
adjustments they have made and 
the range of emotions that family 
members feel. 

Well done Eathan. 
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With their fur coat, an animal's cooling system 
is not as efficient as ours and they can quickly 
become overheated and dehydrated. They 
are highly susceptible to heatstroke - a rise 
in body temperature which can cause organ 
damage and failure which sadly can prove 
fatal. 

Temperatures can even rise quickly, 
especially in cars and conservatories, when 
the weather is hot and humid (even when it's 
cloudy). 

Dogs are most at risk of heatstroke and 
some more than others. Ths greatest risk is 
to elderly dogs, obese dogs, short-nosed 
breeds (such as pugs and bulldogs) and 
thick coated breeds (such as huskies and 
newfoundlands). 

Signs for heatstroke include increased 
panting or open mouth breathing, disori¬ 
entation, anxiety, pacing, excessive or thick 
saliva, collapse or even loss of consciousness. 
If your pet shows these signs move them 
immediately to a cool shady area and cover 
them in a towel soaked in cold water, and 
call your vet. 

Heatstroke can be easily avoided by taking 
simple precautions. 

• NEVER leave your pet in the car or shut in a 
conservatory - even with the windows open, 
the temperature will still rise rapidly 

• Always allow access to cool shady areas - 
don't forget your outside animals, make sure 
hutches and pens have at least some shade! 

• Provide plenty of fresh, cool water (not ice 
water) 


• Avoid over-exertion - take your dog for 
a walk in the cooler early morning or late 
evening. 

Heatstroke isn't the only danger for our 
pets in the hot weather. With warmer 
temperatures come more flies and these can 
be a cause a big problem to our outdoor pets. 
Rabbits are particularly at risk of "flystrike", 
this is when a fly lays its eggs on an animal 
and the maggots that hatch cause damage 
to the animal's skin and tissue (which can 
happen within 30 minutes of contact with 
the fly). Check your outdoor pets daily for 
signs of flies and their eggs. 

As Brits we're not very good at applying sun 
cream to ourselves in the sunshine never 
mind our pets. Now it may sound silly to 
apply sun cream to our animals but their skin 
is just as sensitive. White pets and exposed 
pink skin on ears and noses are most at risk 
of sunburn and we all know how uncom¬ 
fortable it can be.

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Courgette Pasta 

For 2 people 

150-200gm of pasta (spaghetti, penne or 
whatever shape you have) 

2- 3 rashers of bacon or some pancetta 

3- 4 small courgettes grated 
2-3 tablespoons creme fraiche 
Salt and pepper 

Grated parmesan to serve 

METHOD 

1. Put pasta on to cook 

2. Gently fry bacon or pancetta until soft. 
Add grated courgettes and cook for a 
further 2-3 minutes until soft. 

3. Add creme fraiche and stir. Add a couple 
of tablespoons of the water the pasta is 
cooking in if you think it is too dry. 

4. Serve with grated parmesan. 

Blackcurrant and 
almond pudding For 6-8 

200 gm butter 


200 gm caster sugar 
3 eggs 

200 gm ground almonds 
1 teasp vanilla extract 
200gm blackcurrants 
Icing sugar to dust (optional) 

METHOD 

1. Preheat oven to gas mark 4, 180oC. 
Grease a 25cm flan tin and line with baking 
parchment. 

2. Cream the butter and sugar in a food 
processor or a hand beater until pale. Add 
the eggs one at a time beating well. After 
each egg fold in a little ground almond. 
After the third egg has been incorporated 
add the vanilla extract and the rest of the 
ground almonds. 

3. Put the mixture in the tin and scatter the 
blackcurrants over the top. 

4. Cook for 30 minutes until just firm. 

Sieve over some icing sugar if desired. 
Serve warm rather than hot.

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GRIEVANCE 


As an employer, you are obliged to have a 
grievance procedure of some sort in place 
so that employees know what they should 
do if they are unsure about an aspect of their 
working life that they are unable to resolve 
informally. 

If one of your employees raises a grievance 
you are expected to follow a reasonable 
procedure, and there are some basic 
principles that you need to follow. But in 
a small business, there are a number of 
potential difficulties with what would be 
perhaps a normal procedure in a bigger 
organisation. So what are these, and what 
should you do about them? 

A grievance with a line manager 
In most organisations, employees are 
usually advised to raise grievances in the 
first instance with their line manager, and if 
the grievance is about their line manager, to 
raise it with either the manager above them, 
or perhaps with HR. But in a small business 
you are unlikely to have dedicated HR, and 
particularly in a micro business, may only 
have one manager - the business owner. 
Obviously this situation is not ideal, but 
ultimately you are not expected to magic up 
another manager where none exists. The key 
is "reasonable". It would not be considered 
reasonable in a bigger business to force 
employees to raise grievances about their 
line manager with that manager, and the 
organisation would be expected to provide 
an alternative option. But in a tiny business, 
where that is simply not possible, it would 
not be held against you. If you have an 
external HR consultant, you could consider 


asking them to handle a grievance, and that 
can be helpful especially if temperatures 
are running high, although of course they 
can only make recommendations about 
outcomes and the decision is ultimately the 
business owners. 

Employees being accompanied 

Allowing employees to be accompanied by 
either a trade union official or a colleague at 
a formal grievance hearing is an important 
part of a fair grievance procedure, and 
this definitely applies to even the smallest 
business. But another key characteristic of 
small businesses is that by definition, the 
employee may only have veryfew colleagues, 
and are also less likely to be members of a 
trade union. It may be that they are raising a 
grievance against a colleague, or don't feel 
any of them will be supportive. 

So what should you do? It's important to 
remember that you are not obliged to allow 
an external third party to attend. Although 
a small business is still expected to follow 
a reasonable procedure, that would not 
mean a more generous policy that would be 
found at a bigger business. Having said that, 
depending on the nature of the grievance 
and the approach of the employee, you may 
want to think about allowing them to bring a 
friend or family member for support. 

Being at work during the process 

In most instances, an employee would 
remain at work during the grievance 
procedure. However if the grievance 
is against a colleague or line manager, 
and particularly if it involves bullying or 
harassment, or may trigger a bad reaction in 


the subject of the grievance, continuing to 
come to work as normal can be enormously 
difficult. These issues are usually magnified 
in a very small businesses due to the close 
nature of relationships, and logistical issues 
such as all working in a very small space 
together. In a larger organisation it may be 
possible to move either the employee raising 
the grievance or the subject of the grievance 
to another department or another desk or 
office temporarily. But in a small business 
you may not have that option. Although 
you could insist that everyone comes to 
work as normal, for the sake of maintaining 
a reasonably productive and harmonious 
working environment, you may want to 
allow the employee raising the grievance 
to stay at home on full pay pending the 
hearing. 

Outcomes 

If the grievance is about 
bullying and harassment, or 
other relationship difficulties, 
in a larger business one 
option for resolving it might 
be to move someone on a 
permanent basis to a new role, 
another department, another 
line manager or another office. Of course 
in a small business it's likely that this just 
wouldn't be possible. You should always 
ask the employee raising a grievance what 
outcome they are looking for - what action 
would they like you to take, but these 
options are unlikely to be open to you. 

You could make efforts to improve relation¬ 
ships between the employees in question, 
perhaps with some kind of mediation, and 
could also consider training and obviously 
making clear what behaviour is expected 
in future. You may also need to consider 


a disciplinary process against the subject 
of the grievance. But of course sometimes 
employees raising a grievance do refuse to 
work with someone going forward, even 
if the person is disciplined and training or 
mediation is provided. In those circum¬ 
stances, as long as you've made as much 
effort as you reasonably can to improve 
things, ultimately the employee may well 
need to make a decision about whether to 
stay. 

What about appeals? 

A key principle of a fair and reasonable 
grievance procedure is that the employee 
have the opportunity to appeal the decision 
if they are not happy with the outcome. But 
as above, in a tiny business, or where the 
grievance is about the most senior person 
already, there may be no new or 
alternative manager to hear the 
appeal. So what should you do? 
Well, again you are not expected 
to magic up someone else to 
hear the appeal, but you are still 
expected to follow a reasonable 
procedure. This means it is 
important to still give the 
opportunity for the employee 
to appeal. You may feel it is pointless and 
would simply be a repeat of the original 
grievance hearing, but you should still give 
the employee the opportunity if they wish. 
It's always possible there are points they 
want to explore further. Again you could 
consider involving an external HR consultant 
at this stage.

Business Planning - Your Blueprint to Business Success 


Running a business without a business 
plan is like rock climbing blindfolded. Your 
chances of making it successfully to the top 
are slim. And the process will surely be a 
death-defying one. 

A business plan is a step-by-step guide 
to running your business and creating a 
product or service that will make it successful 
in the marketplace.

For example, the fish- 
and-chip shop may not have formally written 
down the plan, but before setting up shop, a 
smart owner would have assessed the need 
for a shop in that area of town, the ability to 
attract clients there, the appropriate amount 
of stock to carry, the cost of utilities and the 
parking availability for clients etc. The owner 
who waits to figure these things out using 
trial and mostly error will be lucky to be left 
with his/her wits, much less any customers.

• A reasonable expectation of profitability 
and when? 

• How will the business pay you and any 
team members?

Do you want the 
good news or the 
bad news? 

Two very newsworthy articles have come 
out in the national press recently. To me 
they show a stark conflict between our 
improving ability to manage personal 
debt (for our benefit) and our deterio¬ 
rating ability to stay out of it (to our great 
detriment) 

Let's start with the sunny side up 

Recently it was announced that, as of January 
next year, the government is going to ban 
debit and credit card "rip off" surcharges. 
Collectively we will potentially save 
hundreds of millions of pounds. It will make 
the cost of using plastic so much cheaper. 
For those of us who are managing our debt 
effectively it could be free. 

It's not just the saving in money, there is the 
relief from the aggravation factor too. For 
example, remember that feeling when you 
finally finish booking your low cost airline 
ticket just to find that the price was bumped 
right up for the privilege of paying for it with 
a credit card? No more of that thank you very 


much. 

All in all this is great news. Say hello to lower 
costs and goodbye to aggravation. Credit 
card here we come. 

The not so sunny side. 

While on a natural high over my credit card 
arrangements I then came across an article 
that probably demonstrates 
the real impact of what 
credit cards (and other 
forms of 

personal debt) actually 
have on individuals, 
families, businesses and the 
community as a 
whole. 

This story is about the 
dramatic rise in the UK's 
personal debt level. 

According to the Bank of 
England's financial stability 
director Alex Brazier "Outstanding car loans, 
credit card balance transfers and personal 
loans have increased by 10% over the past 
year... In contrast household incomes have 
risen by just 1.5%." 

He went on to say that if this continues it 
could get out of control and "pose a danger 
to the UK economy." Does this sound 
anything like the financial carefree days 
between 2000-2008 to you? 

Currently interest rates are low making 
personal and business debt much more 
affordable. 

As a result people are taking on a greater debt 



burden because the monthly repayments 
are equivalently manageable. The problem 
is that with a significant amount of the 
monthly budget going on debt repayment 
it does not take much to go wrong to cause 
people to live outside their means.

YOUNG RAMSEY SCOUT IS NOMINATED FOR A YOUNG PEOPLE OF THE YEAR AWARD 


S cout Archie helps in community and at 
home. A Cambridgeshire teenager who 
helps give his traumatised sister round 
the clock care is in a competition that hails 
the "giving to others" of the county's younger 
generation. Fourteen-year-old Archie 
Stewart was described as a "tremendous 
kid" and one who has been "brilliant" in 
supporting his young sister through difficult 
times. Now he has been nominated for the 
LifePlus Young People of the Year awards 
or "YOPEYs" - Oscars for young people who 
"give to others". 

The annual contest has over £1,000 to be 
won by young people who are positive role 
models. There will be at least two Cambs 
Young People of the Year. A senior YOPEY, 
aged 17-25, winning £500, and a junior 
YOPEY, aged 10-16, winning £300. 

Either prize can be won by an individual or 
group and the winners have to invest most 
of their winnings in their good cause but 
can keep £100 to treat themselves. There will 
also be several £100 runners-up prizes. 
Ramsey resident Archie was nominated by 
Rob Jones, the scout leader at the 1st Bury 
and Upwood Scouts in the neighbouring 
village of Bury. He said: "Archie has been a 
scout with me since he moved up from cubs 
which he started when he was five. He is 
now about to embark on his adventures with 
explorers. "He is consistently cheerful and 
always takes the time to assist and nurture 
the younger scouts in the group. 

Extremely active 

This is despite a difficult home life with his 
sister requiring round-the-clock supervision 
and support. "He is extremely active. He has 
won medals in triathlon events and has easily 
won more scout badges than any other scout 
in the troop. "He is an absolute cracking kid 
... caring, compassionate, brilliant and is an 
absolute joy to know ... an all-round good 
egg. "If ever you think of what kids of today 
will turn out in the future you haven't got a 
lot to worry about if you look at Archie ... 
he is a tremendous kid. "Life is for the living 
with Archie and I cannot be more proud for, 
and of him." 

Rob said that he has other scouts in his 
troop who act as carers at home and the 
group participates in scouting's 'Millions 
Hands' project. This is where half-a-million 
scouts, explorers, beavers and cubs take 
practical action in the service of others in 
order to create positive social change. The 
aim is to benefit the wider community as 
well as substantially developing themselves 
as individuals. There are four elements to 
Million Hands including mental health, 
water sanitation, those disabled by society 
and people living with dementia. 

Vital cog 

Archie who lives at home with his father 
Richard, a commercial manager for a civil 
engineering company, his mother Rebecca, 
and eight-year-old sister, is a vital cog in the 
Stewart household. He helps his mother, 
who cares full time for his adopted sister, 
round the house with a number of tasks and 
does it willingly and without fuss. His sister 
suffers with mental health problems and on 


bad days has up to 
10 psychosomatic 
seizures where she 
needs to be calmed 
and reassured. She 
also suffers from 
post-traumatic 
stress disorder. 

"He can help her 
relax and calm her 
down a great deal 
and he is just a 
caring young man," 
said Rebecca. "He 
doesn't see himself 
as a carer he seems 
to do things auto¬ 
matically to help out 
and especially with 
his sister and he is 
like that wherever 
he goes." 

Archie's sister was 
adopted by the 
family when she was 
just 13 months old. 

At the time there 
were no signs of her 
condition. "I had a 
difficult pregnancy with Archie so we decided 
we would adopt but nobody was aware of 
the trauma that she had experienced," said 
Rebecca. "On a day-to-day basis if she is 
having a seizure we have to talk her through 
it and help bring her back to the here and 
now - Archie is great at this. He supports her 
and holds her during this period. "We cannot 
allow her out of the house on her own but 
Archie gives her the time to play with her. 
"He will also cook meals if I am busy with his 
sister and you don't have to ask him, he does 
it automatically ... he just goes to the fridge 
and gets on with it." 

Young carers group 

Archie, is also a member of the local young 
carers group and recently went to a weekend 
festival at Southampton attended by 1,500 
carers from around the country where he 
was able to share experiences of his life at 
home. As a triathlete he's a member of the 
Pactrac Club in Peterborough, one of the 
biggest triathlon clubs in England. He also 
plays rugby for his school. Tania Bingham, 
a link worker with the young carers in 
his area covering Peterborough, Ramsey, 
Huntingdon, St Ives and St Neots, said 
that Archie is "fantastic" and "will step into 
anything". She said he has been a member 
of the group for the past two years and is 
also part of an intergenerational project 
at the Red House Residential and Nursing 
Home, in Bury Road, Ramsey, where he links 
up with some of the residents at the home 
to help establish contact between each 
other. "He has been a key part of the project 
which is about companionship. He chats to 
the elderly residents and just gets on with 
everybody there. "He is a very sensitive boy 
but very considerate and puts other people's 
feelings before his own. He is mature 
beyond his years but knows how to have fun 
and is so likeable. "He is quite open to share 


his feelings and 
is very, very 
caring especially 
towards his sister. 
"He has a really 
good relationship 
between his mum, 
dad and sister." 
Meanwhile, Archie, 
who is studying for 
hisGCSEs including 
computing, 
design/ 

technology, history 
and religious 
education, said 
helping out at 
home and with his 
sister is something 
that comes 

naturally to him. 
"It's just something 
that I do to help 
round the house, 
especially when 
my sister has one 
of her turns," he 
said. And he added 
that he was "really, 
really happy" to have been nominated for 
a YOPEY. "It was really a big, big surprise for 
me and it would be really, really great for me 
to win it as it would mean the world to me," 
he added. 

YOPEY has been praised by national leaders 
including the new Education Secretary for 
seeking out 'ordinary' young people who 
contribute "something extraordinary to 
their communities". Justine Greening MP 
said: "The awards provide an inspiration for 
other young people - and for adults - that 
even in difficult circumstances young people 
can find ways to help others and change the 
world around them." 

Tony Gearing 

YOPEY started in Cambridgeshire in 2006 
and has expanded to many other counties. 
Its founder, former national newspaper 
journalist Tony Gearing, said: "There are 
many young people in Cambridgeshire 
doing wonderful things for others. It's just 
that they live in the shadow of a well-pub¬ 
licised anti-social minority. "We need to give 
young people the respect they deserve and 
set up the best as positive role models for 
others to copy rather than focusing on the 
small number who appear in the press for 
negative reasons." 


As well as LifePlus, whose headquarters are 
in Little End Road, Eaton Socon, this year's 
Cambs YOPEY is sponsored by Hutchinsons 
of Wisbech, TTP Group of Melbourn and 
Cambridge companies ARM, KISS Commu¬ 
nications and Stratagem IPM, and exams 
group Cambridge Assessment. A lavish 
awards ceremony will be held at St John's 
College, Cambridge this autumn.

I'm SO, SO, SO 
excited to share 
my thoughts on 
this book with you!

Geek girl Elle Wittimer lives and breathes 
Starfield, the classic sci-fi series she grew up 
watching with her late father.

Darien Freeman used to live for cons— 
before he was famous. Now they're nothing 
but autographs and awkward meet-and- 
greets. Playing Carmindor is all he's ever 
wanted, but Darien is feeling more and more 
like a fake—until he meets a girl who shows 
him otherwise. But when she disappears at 
midnight, will he ever be able to find her 


again? 

Geekerella is told from two points of 
view, firstly we have our Cinderella Elle 
Wittimer who lives with her stepmonster 
and half-sisters Chloe and Cal who have all 
made her life hell since her father died. Then 
we have soap opera star Darien Freeman 
who is set to play the lead in a reboot of 
Elle's favourite sci-fi show Starfield. Our 
two characters worlds unexpectedly collide 
when Darien texts Elle's Dad's old phone 
which leads to a Cinderella story that will 
have you desperate to read more. 

I think the thing I liked the most about this 
book is it stays close to the original. I'm all 
for retellings that really push the boundary 
between adaptation and some other story 
entirely but I feel the reason this works is 
because it is quite simply a modern, geeky 
version of the original. It is jam packed with 
nerdy references that will make everyone 
smile and has a prince that will leave you 
swooning for days! 

I really like that we get to see Darien's point 
of view, as well as Elle's, because there's 
something rather vulnerable about his 
character that made me connect more 
with the book. We get to know him just as 
much as Elle, which was a refreshing change 
of pace, and seeing how both characters 
open up to each other makes them all the 
more endearing. There was a depth to both 
protagonists and it was their mistakes that 
made them real for me. 

Overall Geekerella is pure genius and it 
made me smile all the way through. The flow 
of this Cinderella adaptation is very similar 
to that of 'A Cinderella Story' and that isn't 
a bad thing. It connects with today's pop 
culture and made me laugh, cry and at one 
point even shout!

TOUR DE RAMSEY 

IT TURNS OUT THAT CYCLING IS HARDER THAN I THOUGHT 


W iththiscolumn has come a myriad 
of changes in my life, which were 
rather laid bare in the middle of 
the month as I went out for eggs. 
My standard Monday fair is bacon and 
eggs, something of a pick-me-up as my 
standard Sunday night fare is generally 
measured in pints. Alas, that particular 
Monday I used the last of the eggs, and as 
a good household member was required 
to top up our supply. Instead of jumping in 
the car, I decided to dust off that quintes¬ 
sential^ British tradition and bike my way 
through the chore. 

This all came about, as ever, due to my 
overactive friends. My brother had brought 
out my much loved but sadly underused 
bike as a spare for his girlfriend, whose 
own far superior model was languishing 
in another county. After their training, I 
took it out for a quick spin up and down 
the road, having not sat on a moving bike 
since before university (longer ago than 
I would like to admit). Its true what they 
say, it is just like riding a bike, and despite 
a bit of a nervy wobble on a slow corner I 
was still very comfortable, even throwing 
my leg across the rear wheel as I slowed in 
that old-fashioned mobile dismount I had 
perfected in my youth. 

Filled with confidence from this brief foray, 
I decided that Monday to take her for a 
real spin. Borrowed helmet affixed on my 
head, bag over my shoulder, I set out for 
the short journey from my Bury abode to 
Manor Farm, the source of my much-loved 
breakfast fare. I'll admit to some nerves, 
I'm far used to being in one of the two ton 
metal machines that would be overtaking 
me, but I swallowed that and pushed off 
from my gate. 

Legs pumping, I thought nothing of it. I'm 
in my mid-twenties, running long distance 
races and have sweat my way through 
tough spin classes, this is nothing. Then 
I tried to adjust my bag. Just taking the 
hand off the handlebars, a breeze in my 
schooldays, caused a nervy wobble and 
my hand flew back to the brakes. Where 
had that come from? 

The next problem lay at the main junction; 
I'm not ashamed to admit I pulled over to 
the side for a moment. Could I no longer 
indicate? How was I going to handle 
traffic... hold on, am I a little out of puff? 
Where is all this coming from? Here it was 
mere peer pressure that forced me out 
onto the main road - a couple of blokes 
chatting in front of Bury Stores had glanced 
my way and I didn't wish to appear a fool - 
so I pushed off and up towards the church. 
Phew, that's a climb. It was here I 
discovered what gears were for. I'm lucky 
enough that my younger self invested in a 
good model (i.e I have the usual two sets 
of gears) but I hadn't really figured out 
how to use them. Improvisation left me

in one of the highest gears, sweating my 
way up the hill before turning out and into 
the 60mph road. At this point, sheer fear 
was in charge, and I pumped my legs in 
the hope of beating any traffic to the turn 
into the farm, which amazingly I did. Ten 
minutes later, I had made the return trip, 
eggs in hand, triumphant. 

Four things to know 

Having made this first foray back onto a 
bike, here are the four things you need to 
know. 

Firstly, learn how to use your gears. 
Knowing what to turn to when heading 
up a hill or down a slope has nothing to 
do with advancing your performance or 
increasing your speed so much as staying 
comfortable. This leads me nicely onto my 
second point - stay comfortable. Its not a 
race, and despite what I thought there is 
no need to push out of the gates like Sir 
Bradley Wiggins. I pushed on autopilot 
and was exhausted by the time I reached 
the farm. Thirdly, hills are your greatest 
enemies and best friends; when running, 
they provide either mild consternation or 
brief relief, but on a bike this is exaggerated 
dramatically and hills provide the biggest 
challenge going up (until you learn to use 
the gears) and the most wonderful break 
going down (the ride back down past the 
church was a real highlight). Lastly, never 
go anywhere until you feel comfortable 
- I broke this rule, and my first ride was a 
sweat filled nerves fest, not how it should 
be. 

I am fairly confident in these tips because I 
was given immediate chance to test them 


- when I arrived home I gleefully initiated 
my mobile dismount, unpacked my eggs, 
and discovered I had left my house, car 
and bike lock keys at Manor Farm. 

Another ride out 

There are certain times in life where you 
question your entire ethos - this was one. I 
briefly considered breaking into my house 
to grab my spare car key and drive back, 
but it was not to be. With a sigh, I unloaded 
the miraculously intact eggs, remounted 
my bike and set back out again. 

Its safe to say I had learned my lesson. 
Setting off in a nice, natural gear I took 
things at a gentler pace, still making good 
progress but not pumping at the pedals 
as if in a peloton. I made my way back to 
the main road, indicating and heading 
straight onto the junction, with my legs in 
mild pain from the mad push earlier, and 
entirely sure I would stop and walk back 
up the hill. When I reached the base, a 
graceful figure honed into view - a fellow 
cyclist, climbing happily up over the crest. 
A combination of bravado, competition 
and sheer bloody-mindedness led me to 
disregard the warning in my calves and 
push on up the hill, experimenting with a 
lower gear to great effect. 

I caught this fellow cyclist just before the 
turn. She was marvellous, the opposite 
of my ignorance, taking things at her 
own pace and allowing the mechanics of 
the bike to propel her along gracefully. 
As I overtook to turn into the farm she 
cheerfully bid me a good morning. I 
wheezed something back and made an 
attempt at a grin, affecting what I expected 
looked like Quasimodo half way through a 
bell ring. Pulling into the farm, I allowed 
myself a brief respite of a walk up half the 
long driveway before grabbing my keys, 
which fortunately were slightly hidden 
atop a tray of eggs. Then, like a well-timed 
Laurel and Hardy prank, my maligned bike 
decided to throw in its own towel, and the 
chain came off. 

Popping a chain back in is a simple process, 
if one remembers how it is done. I did not, 
and spent two minutes fumbling with 
a chain that was far too taut. Eventually 
discovering the radically simple means of 
losing this, I had slipped it back over, tri- 
al-and-errored my way through testing it, 
and returned home, mindfully of the lady's 
actions and at my own, far slower, far more 
comfortable pace, almost certain a wheel 
would fall off, or possibly a piano might 
drop from the sky. It did not. Arriving home, 
slightly sweaty, hands covered in oil, mind 
and body craving the upcoming shower, 
I once again affected that dismount. Still 
got it... 

Garden Variety 

Sometimes, with all the times and weights 
and gains, its tough to remember that this 
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all impacts on the real world. I got a stark 
reminder of my newfound strength this 
month when 1,400 kg of stone slabs were 
delivered to the wrong side of my house, 
requiring a couple of hours of solid lifting, 
wheelbarrowing and replacing to get 
them into the garden. 

I'll be quite honest - I would not have 
managed this six months ago. My flabbier, 
sedentary self would have most likely left 
the job for stronger, younger hands, or at 
the very most given up half way through 
the first journey around the house. It brings 
me back again to the mental strength built 
by activity: the same "oh, give it a go" 
attitude that has replaced my "ah, that 
seems a bit tough" mentality has crept into 
my professional life - I'm less risk averse, 
more focused and genuinely unafraid to 
leap (although I still advise at least a peek 
first, if not a full look!) It reminds me that 
this isn't all about the muscles in the arms, 
but a little of that most important one in 
the head. The big arm ones helped with 
the wheelbarrow though, trust me! 

Coming Up 

Of course, this will all be on top of one 
of the biggest challenges in my life - the 
Perkins Great Eastern Run in October. I'll 
be picking that back up, alongside my 
continued work with Ramsey One Leisure, 
in the next edition. Thank you all as ever 
for your continued support!
